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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to claim 14, the prior art of record fails to teach and/or render 
obvious a method for anastomosing a first hollow tissue structure to a second hollow 
tissue structure having an aperture, the method comprising, inter alia, providing an 
anastomosis device having a hub comprising a plurality of openings, and a plurality of 
tissue securing elements each having a first end and a second end, each separate 
tissue securing element being configured to be at least partially disposed within a 
separate one of the plurality of openings; inserting at least the first ends of the plurality 
of tissue securing elements through the aperture in the second hollow tissue structure 
while the plurality of tissue securing elements are in a biased configuration; passing the 
second ends of the tissue securing elements through the first hollow tissue structure 
and through the plurality of openings of the hub; and ejecting at least a portion of each 
of the tissue securing elements from the plurality of openings. 

With regards to claim 37, the prior art of record fails to teach and/or render 
obvious a method for anastomosing a first hollow tissue structure to a second hollow 
tissue structure having an aperture, the method comprising, inter alia, taking an 
anastomosis device comprising a body having a plurality of openings, and a plurality of 
tissue securing elements each having a first end and a second end, wherein the body 
has a distal end and comprises a plurality of barbs at its distal end configured to 
engage the first hollow tissue structure; and engaging the first hollow tissue structure 
with the plurality of barbs; and ejecting at least a portion of each of the tissue securing 
elements from the plurality of openings. 
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With regards to claim 40, the prior art of record fails to teach and/or render 
obvious a method for anastomosing a first hollow tissue structure to a second hollow 
tissue structure having an aperture, the method comprising, inter alia, taking an 
anastomosis device comprising a body having a plurality of openings and a plurality of 
slots, wherein each of the plurality of slots communicates with a separate opening of the 
plurality of openings, a plurality of tissue securing elements each having a first end and 
a second end; at least one plunger slidably disposed within at least one of said slots; 
and moving the at least one plunger within the at least one of the plurality of slots to 
displace at least one tissue securing element from a first position, whereat at least a 
portion of the at least one tissue securing element is within the at least one of the 
plurality of slots, to a second position, whereat at least a portion of the at least one 
tissue securing element is outside the at least one of the plurality of slots.
